Conference in London 


UDGING BY THE UTTERANCES 

of their parliament and press, the 
British people are expecting too 
much from the November conference 
of Commonwealth prime ministers 
Such hopes are likely to end in disap- 
pointment. The conference may be- 
gin to attack the long-standing dollar 
deficit of Britain and the sterling na- 
tions of the Commonwealth. I[t*can 
do no more. Nothing can solve that 
problem but new and drastic internal 
policies among the impoverished 
partners 

There is still a strong school of 
thought in Britain and the sterling 
members of the Commonwealth 
(with a supporting splintér of opinion 
in Canada) which sees an easy solu- 
tion to the deficit of trade between 
the dollar and sterling areas, Accord- 
ing to this. theory, the ¢ non- 
wealth should raise its tariffs ag 
the world at large, confine its tra 
as much as possible within this 
tected zone and thus prosper. 

This—an_ ancient theory 
than two centuries old—was vainly 
applied in the eighteenth century and 
was one of the major causes of 
American. Revolution. It was actu- 
ally put into effect by the Ottawa 
Treaties of 1932 which were such an 
instant failure that the Bennett gov« 
ernment, their main architect, began 
to retreat from them within a vear 

If the clésed Commonwealth 
trade area could not work then it is 
quite impossible now. In any case, 
Canada will have no part of it and 
Canada, with its rch resources, is 
essential to any such project 

While the Canadian government 
has made no clear public statement 
on the London conference it is ob- 
vious from all its policies and all its 
former statements that it wil! not 
attempt to concentrate our trade in 
the. Commonwealth. It will ti
